AMERICAN WOMEN. 


THE OPINION OF SIR EDWIN ARNOLD 


FREELY ENLARGED UPON. 


Un. O'Connor Tellm of the Oraee and 


Beauty and More Enduring Good Qmil- 
ttle» of Onr Fair One*—Peculiar Vharmi 
of tbe Women of tho Booth. 


On his return to England from Japan 


Sir Edwin Arnold was interviewed in New 
. York, and at the close of the interview 
his Interlocutor remarked, "Now, Sir Ed- 
win, what do you think of the American 
woman?" "Affrin!" Sir Edwin answered. 
"And tho definition?" demanded there- 
porter. "It is Persian for'O Allah, make 
many more of them I' and the question let 
such an extensive one that I must finish 
with this proverb,'' and Sir Edwin harried 
away to dinner, 


-When one takes into consideration that 


from California to the coast of New Jersey 
the distance is some 3,000 miles and from 
Maine to Florida the distance In the same, 
the difficulty of describing any one typo 
will be easily perceived. Throe thousand 
miles must change entirely manner, 
speech, drees and method of thought. And 
undoubtedly there is an enormous differ- 
ence between the woman of the south and 
the woman ot the north. As for'the Amer- 
ican type, there is really no such thing. 
There is, of coarse, tho American woman. 
and probably she hue certain racial charac- 
teristics, but they are only discernible aft- 
er close examination. A mode, a fashion 
In manner and morals is1 a thing so elu- 
sive that it is never openly recognized, but 
it exists and is forceful enough to influ- 
ence a nation. For instance, southern 
women are said to have the mo^t charm- 
ing manners In the world 
They have 


charming manners, and there are direct 
causes which contribute to this end. It Is 
the fashion in this part of the country to 
be suave, complimentary, gentle and ami- 
able. This suavenesa and amiability create 
an atmosphere of amiability, and a wom- 
an who is rude or outspoken would be con- 
sidered unfashionable and underbred. 


"While women the world over are given 


too great latitude in the matter of honor, 
a southern woman was taught, through 
her father and brothers, that, after all, 
there were not nine commandments for a 
man and one for a woman. About half 
were for her as well. A southern woman 
must not lie. She must never repeat any- 
thing disagreeable. If ahe did a generous 
action, her left hand must not know what 
her right hand had done. She must have 
a sense of protection for her family and 
friends, and she must have courage, tho 
hardest courage of all—'the courage of en- 
durance. 


I remember being on a visit to a south- 


ern woman who lived In an old fashioned 
town in a large, rambling house. In a long 
sort of wing I had a delightfully quiet 
suit of rooms. Just at twilight one ovon- 
ing, when we were all assembled in the 
drawing room, a carriage drove np the 
avenua quickly and rapidly turned a 
curve, going to the back of the house. I 
saw the eldest son of this lady in a drunk- 
en convulsion in the back of the carriage. 
He was lifted out by the servants and 
taken to his room, and fortunately no one 
had observed him except his mother and 
myself. 


She disappeared from, the drawing room 


a moment, and I went to my room for a 
battle of salts. As 1 opened the door I saw 
her kneeling by my baby's crib, a torrent 
of sobs shaking her body. Ten minutes 
later she appeared, reaHy for dinner, and 
Wus during the evening the life of a din- 
ner party ot 20. This woman was a cheer- 
ful eaint. But there are scores of them in 
tho south. It Is thb fashion to be cheerful 
and ia considered selfish to air your griefs 
and to become a miisauca to your friends. 
In a small town among intimate friends 
secrets arc hard to keep, and people gener- 
ally BCO the skeleton which Is kept so care- 
fully in tho closet by a proud woman, but 
she does not speak of it to her friends. 
Fortitude and gayety arc her watchwords, 
and if sympathy ia offered it must) be done 
in such a way that the dry bones of tho 
skeleton are not jarred. All traits can be 
cultivated. Loyalty, affection, generosity, 
unselfishness, may not be innate, Intt if 
one has lived in an atmosphere pervaded 
by nobleness shame of meanness may keep 
it at bay, if it does not banish it com- 
pletely. 


Slavery was an evil, but a mixell evil, 


and owning slaves gave to men and wom- 
en a feeling of responsibility and a desire 
to set a good example which in the par- 
ticular individual developed an admirable 
character. On my father's estate we own- 
ed only enough slaves to run the place 
coiufortaTily, 85 or 85 in all, but my moth- 
er had their welfare and the welfare of 
their children much at heart. She cut oat 
all the dresses, petticoats and jackets made 
on the place, gave out all medicines and 
stores, nursed the sick'and in fact was 
always occupied. 


Since the war southern women have be- 


come more self reliant, but the softness of 
manner and pretty cordiality still remain 
with them. And more than ono genius has 
been unearthed by necessity. 


The New England woman has less of 


her southern sister's urbanity, and her 
voice Is higher and shriller, and her accent 
is less persuasive and musical, but she has 
sterling qualities and enormous powers of 
endurance and pluck. I saw an account of 
a New England girl the other day, who, 
upon the discovery of a beautiful voice, 
went directly to the far west, and, by cook- 
ing for two years at £8 a month, saved 
enough to return to Boston and begin her 
musical education in the Conservatory of 
Music. It Is A usual thing to find an un- 
dergraduate of Mine New England college 
waiting at table at one of the crowded 
summer mountain hotels during the 
months of July and August. Work is nev- 
er considered degrading in New England, 
but dependence Is. In the south, where a 
Bort of feudal system existed through slav- 
ery, tho lazy, shiftless and good for noth- 
ing ones of a large family were treated 
with gentleness and supported by the oth- 


Thera is one thing of American women 


which was laid to me by an Intelligent 
and keenly observant English girl, Aimoe 
Lowthor, "Every American woman is a 
bom hostess," and I add that'at least an 
American woman has the desire to be 
agreeable In her own house and to make 
other people happy. If I, as one of them, 
have been too lavish in my praise, as 
George Mooro baa said in Ms "Confessions 
of a Young Man," "How I have loved my 
friend*I Wont friends I have had!" and it 
is their beauty of character, loyalty of 
friendship and Dover failing sympathy 
which ban Inspired my twain of praise,—

A GOOD CUP OF TEA. 


Bow Badly U Hay B« Made With » Lit- 


tle Care. 


Have good tea to begin with j then be 


sure that you have freshly drawn, pure 
and filtered water of which to make-the 
beverage. The water mast not have been 
standing for hours exposed to the weath- 
er nor simmering on the range. It must 
be freflb, and tben, if you have a biiekc 
fire or the 
hot flame of an alcohol 


lamp, bring it quickly to the boil. A 
flat bottomed kettle is to bo preferred, 
na it baa A broad surface to expose to the 
heat, and the boiling is soon itocom- 
plisbed. Water is boiling when It buti- 
tles and the steam comes in white puffs 
from tbo spout of tho kettle. It doei 
not boil when it begins to imumcr and 
'to aing. That; is only tbc sign that it is 
near to boiling. You must make your 
tea when tbo water bus jost boiled. A 
kettle which has been standing on the 
back of 
EI Btove all tfiy, filled up uovr 


and then by a dipper or two more of 
water, will not tnako good tea. Yon 
must boil the water on purpose. 


An earthen pot u better for tea than 


a metal one. Pour a httle boiling water 
in tbo pot to beafe^it, and after a minute 
or two pour it out. Now pat ateaspoon- 
ful of tea for every cap of hot water—an 
even, not a heaping, spoonful—and add 
an extra one for the pot. Four on as 
rnucih water as will fill the. number of 
cups you wish to make. Let it stand 
two minutes; then, with a long handled 
spoon, stir the leaves once through the 
water and instantly cover tho pot again. 
Three minutes more, and your tea ia 
done. Never let tea steep or boiler 
staud a long time. It. is a qniok, neat, 
nice process from beginuing to end.

The supposed destruction of Juan Fcr* 


nandez island, fatuous as the home of Alex* 
ander Selkirk, whose fate suggested '' Rob- 
inson Crusoe,'1 brings to mind tho fact 
that the niece of Daniel Do Foe lived at Cril - 
vert, Cecil county, where she inprried and , 
died. Tho name of De Foe's niece wan Kll*»- j 
beth Maxwell. She was 18 years of age 
wheu she left her uncle's home, ialxmdoa, 


The cause for her departure u Bald to 


have been on account of the attentions of a 
young man of whom her mother and undo 
disapproved. Tho young lady is said to 
huvo been a determined girl, aud, boarding 
ft vessel, she agreed to be sold for a term of 
years to pay her passage to the new world. 
She reached Philadelphia In the autumn of 
1718 ami was sold witluseveral others who 
had been brought over on tho vessel. Her 
purchaser was Andrew Job of Brick Meet- 
tag House, now Calvert, Md. 


In 1725 MiM Elizabeth was married la 


the old meeting house to Thomas Job, «m 
of the old Quaker who bought her. After 
the wedding she wrote her uncle and In- 
formed him of her whereabouts and cir- 
cumstances. Bo FOG replied that her mother 
was dead, but some property had been will- 
ed to her. The author expressed great de- 
sire that his uiwo take good care of the 
effects that had been left her. as they had 
descended to the family from t heir Floml!1!. 
ancestors, who sought refuge under Queen 
Elizabeth from the tyranny of Philip of 
Spain. 


Several pfcces of tho furniture are ptill 


in tho keeping of descendants in Cecil 
oounty, among them two chairs owned by 
Hannah Griffith, both coming from Do 
Foe's study. One is in its original condi- 
tion. It is ft heavy chair, with oaken scat 
and carved legs and back. 'Daniel De Foe 
Job, one of HUizabcth Job's grandsons, de- 
scribes his grandmother us a little woman, 
passionately fond of flowers and retaining 
btir activity of mind and body until tho 
end of her life, in 1783. She was 83 yours 
old. 


Another grandson, Andrew Job, tho her- 


mit of Nottingham forest, died, in tho nine- 
ty-moond yewof his age. Thocole descend- 
ant bearing tbo Job name to Hnines Job, 
who resides near Culvert.— Baltimore Sun.

The corn to be preferred, if yon oat) 


get it, is the squirrel tooth com, and 
if possible, that which ia a year old 
Shell aud pop the corn in ft popper, 
in a tin pan with a pie plat« for cover 
By shaking the pan as soon as the ooru 
gets Lot, the corn will pop as well in 
this fashion as in a regular popper 
After the corn is popped, set an iron 
skillet on tbe fire, with a cnpfnl 
molasses, a piece o! butter the size of a 
•walnut and a saltspoonful of salt in it, 
and oook the mixture until, on drop 
a little into a cup of cold water, it wil 
candy. Then set it on the back of the 
stove where it will not oook any more 
and stir into it just as mnoh,of the pop 
ped corn as possible. The more corn 
the better the candy. 
Then take tr 


tbo pieces of corn on tbe top of the skil 
let, which hava the least oaudj oa them 
ncfl pat them into cakes, or roll them 
into balls. Next itir in more popcorn 
and repeat the process, and so on onti 
yon have nsed np all the candy. Bat the 
cakes in a bnttered dish to cool.

BENEFITS OF WRESTLING. 


TO TAN A BKIN. 


Bow U £• U Wltb«ot fat and Add br 
tie CM otaumao. 


This recipe in seat by some one who 


says (bat sumao Is better-in «*a>y way 
for skins thun suit aad aafcli for the 
skins can then be washed when neces- 
sary and will not feel damp in wet 
weather. He says: The skins which peo- 
ple wish to tan at home are than of 
oats, rabbits, etc., and so only small 
quantities, will be required. Take a 
pound o( spmao and half an ounce of 
powdered; saltpeter; mix together till 
yon have n paste, and lay on the flesh 
side of thefode. Bub this in with the 
hands or a brush; roll the skin np tor a 
week, opening it every day to dampen 
the paste and rah it into the skin. 


Take a pull, put 4 pounds of snmao 


into it, and on it pour boiling water 
and stir all together. When tbe water 
has cooled sufficiently to put the hand 
in it, dip the skin in a few times 
and then lay it in the liquor. At the 
end of a week take oat the skin and 
warm np the tanning fluid. Before re- 
turning the skin tbe water must be cold. 
Each day take the skin out of the liquor 
for« few minutes to give it air. In 
three weeks the skin will be tanned. To 
soften the skin, rub it on the flesh side 
with pumice stone, 


Row Consumption May Be Propagated.

Wrestling has been in vogue since the 


days of the Olympian games and has 


its own steadily. In ancient times 


it was more especially a trial of strength 
and tripping, but the gradual improve- 
ment in all sports has added to it the 
additional characteristic of quickness. 
Unlike boxing, it requires an absolutely 
«mnd man to become proficient. It will 
•ct do to have a weaker and a stronger 
tide or small legs and massive arms and 
shOuMen. Brery muscle must he evenly 
developed so as to share its part of the 
strain. 


That there is a strain, in wrestling no 


one who has ever tried it will deny. 
The wonder is that human arms, legs 
and neck can stand snob pulling, bend- 
ing and twisting without an utter col- 
lapse. 


There seem to be three chief styles of 


wrestling that Itave always taken the 
popular fiwey—Greco-Roman, 
collar 


and elbow and catch as eaten can. 
Greco-Roman is eminently a game of 
heavy fells through the air and permits 
little groundwork, while in collar and 
elbow a shoulder harness is used. In the 
latter each man greapg this and then 
'boxes with his feet" for position. The 
fall comes like a flash and is usually a 
hard one. Of the three, catch as catch 
can is the most useful and combines tbe 
main features of all styles. 


Ten years ago wrestling had one of 


hose spasms of popularity which come 
o all BeortB, and the result was the 
winging ont of some wonderful men. 
Then it was that Muldoon was in all his 
glory and won the championship of the 
•world. 


Of the professionals now prominent 


Bvan Lewis, Itnown astao"8rraugler," 
is the acknowledged champion. He has 
met and defeated the best at catch as 
caMh can. While some men might defeat 
him at their own specialties, yet in all 
around wrestling he easily takes the 
lead. He gained the name of "Stran- 
gler" from a peculiar throttle hold 
which he invented. This hold has since 
been barred on account of its dangerous 
tend encies. 


That wrestling taught in easy lessons 


and moderately used is beneficial to a 
man no sane person con dispute. It per- 
fects the physical man in his entirety 
equally with any exercise known and 
trill inject into one more good health 
than can easily be driven out.—New 
York World, 


How to Prevent Taklof Cold. 


A person in good health easily resists 


oold, but when the health flags and lib- 
erties are taken with tbe stomach or 


j with the nervous system a chill is easi 


ly taken, and, according to the weak 
spot of the individual, assumes the 
form of a cold or pneumonia, or, it may 
bo, jaundice. Of all causes of oold 
probably fatigue is one of the most 
efficient. A jaded ma?i coming home at 
night from a long day's work, a grow- 
ing youth losing two hours' sleep ovet 
evening parties two or three times a 
week, or a young lady homily "doing 
the season," or young children overfed 
and with short allowance of sleep, are 
common instances of tbe victims of 
cold. 
' Lnxury is favorable to chill taking. 
.Very hot rooms, feather beds and soft 
chairs create nsensitiveness that leads to 
catarrhs. ' Some of the worst colds hap- 
pen to those who do not leave tbeir 
house or even their beds, nnd those who 
are most invulnerable are often those 
who are most exposed to changes of 
temperature and who, by good sleep, 
cold bathing and regular habits, preserve 
'the tone of their nervous system and 
circulation. 


Probably many chills are contracted 


at night or at the fag end of the day, 
•when tired people get the equilibrium 
of their circulation disturbed by either 
overheated sitting rooms or nnderheated 
bedrooms and beds.

The monthly meeting of the city council 


W*B held Monday evening, 18 members re- 
sponding to the roll call. 


A communication was received from 


th« mayor regarding the contract between 
the city and th* state with reference to 
the uae of the Church street school by the 
normal school as a school of observation 
and practice. A copy of tho contract was 
also read. It provides that the city shall 
allow the Church street school to be 
used a* a school of observation 
and 


practice; shall furnish heat and shall 
care for the building and grounds; pro- 
vide a principal, also a teacher for each 
room at suitable salaries; provide suitable 
sappliea. text book* and apparatus and 
maintain a district whioh will furnish a 
sufficient number of pupils for a school 
of observation and practice. 


The state agrees to USB the school as a 


school of observation and practice; to pay 
to th« itriooipal and assistant teachers of 
the said school, in addition to tho salaries 
paid by the city of North Adams, 
such salaries as shail be necessary to pro- 
vide teachers qualified for the peculiar 
work of the said school, and to expend 
for t*xtbooki, supplies and apparatus, in 
addition to the money expended by the 
city of North Adams lor the said purpose. 
auoh sums of money as shall be necessary 
for the proper conduct of the eaid school 
as a school of observation and practice. 
Certain other things are also provided for. 


Superintendent Hall was called upon to 


explain th* meaning of a school of obser- 
vation and practice. 
He said it was to 


give the students of the normal school an 
opportunity to observe the methods of 
teaching and also to practice teaching 
when they become sufficiently advanced. 
It was voted on motion of Councilman 
Whitaker (hat the mayor be authorized 
and instructed to sign the contract. 


An order was introduced by Council man 


Stroud of the committee on street* grant- 
ing the New England Telephone com- 
pany the privilege of setting pol«s on 
Lawrence avenue between Ashland and 
Church streets under restrictions which 
were enumerated. Accepted. 
' Councilman Cutting of the committee 
on police offered an amendment to the 
police ordinance providing for a chief, 
two captains and 13, instead of nine, 
patrolmen.

Councilman Wilkinson of tho finance

The walk was raised ao 
water will net back on the premises, and 
the committee recommended that the 
city put in a catch-basin and connect it 
with the sewer, to take the water off the 
place, on condition tiiat Mrs. Simpson 
care for the basin and waive all claims for 
damages; otherwise it was recommended 
that the walk be lowered to the old level. 
The committee also recommended that 
where the grade ot any street was to b« 
changed walvera of claims for damages 
should be obtained from all tbattera. The 
report wsw accepted and adopted. 


Councilman Brown of the committee on 


minor licenses offered an amendment 
providing that no ahow bills shall be 
posted in the city until they have been 
inspected and approved by the chief of 
police. Referred to the committee on 
ordinances. 


Councilman Perry read a communica- 


tion from the hospital board of control 
asking for an appropriation for the en- 
largement of the hospital. This led to 
a lively discussion which was participated 
in by several of the members. Mr. Perry 
spoke in favor of the petition, but the 
right of the city to take this step was 
questioned by Conncllmen Swift, Whit- 
aker and others. The mayor was finally 
called in and he explained that the city 
could not appropriate money for a private 
corporation, no matter how worthy, or 
how strongly the citizens might be in 
sympathy with it. All who spoke ex-

consider the temperament of tho girl and 
whether she Is adapted to her work. If I 
want a cook, I look out for a woman well 
advanced in years who seems to have a 
little executive ability, a quality which ev- 
ery good cook ought to possess. A woman 
who has no skill in. managing hdr work 
will make no success as a cook. As I do 
not expect perfection, I do not; expect such 
a person will be an especially amiable 
woman. She must be quick and strong of 
eight, with acuto hearing, in order to keep 
watch of her pots and pans and detect 
whether they are bubbling over, boiling 
too fast or have stopped cooking. 


"Of course It is necessary that her souse 


cf taste bo perfect and that hei- eyesight bo 
keen. In short, a good cook should be » 
strong, healthy person of orderly habits 
aud some Intelligence and targe experi- 
ence. How far one departs from this mod- 
el one well knows. 


"It is impossible for a slow, easy going 


girl, though neat and orderly, to make a 
capable cook, A cook must be a person 
who can be on the alert and can nystema- 
tize all the details of her work. A nervous 
person may bo a very successful cook. A 
clow, easy going girl, provided she Is neat, 
may make an exoeHlenfc nursemaid. A 
nervous person will never do for snob, ft 
place, 


"The first essential virtue of a nurse- 


maid IB thabflhe be amiable, patient and 
kindly. If she IB a very energetic girl, she 
Is likely to find too little to do rolling a 
baby carriage In tho park and walking 
about with children, and she will become 
dissatisfied and unhappy. 


"A young girl Is to be preferred as a 


nursemaid, provided she-Is kind and trust- 
worthy. She will be a mudi pleasanter 
companion for little ones and will win 
their affections as an elderly woman sel- 
dom does. 


"It is essential that she be trustworthy. 


No careful mother will leave her nurse- 
maid to depend on her own judgment in 
essentials, and a young girl IB likely to he 
more tractable than an elderly woman 
with fixed ideas."—New York Tribune,

let alone. It cibould not be handled, or 
held, or looted, or amo0ed, nor should Its 
attention "be attracted in anyway. For 
the first five or six months It should lie 
quietly in Its bed or basket, be regularly 
fed and as regularly encouraged to sleep. 
It will of course gefr tired. Therefore it 
needs occasional turning, with change of 
position and a gentle nibbing of the limbs 
or back. A good rule in to stroke the little 
body for a tew minutes-ana to change its 
position every time the baby needs to be 
made dry. The natural rapid growth of in- 
fancy makes the flesh tingle and the limbs 
ache, and frequent rubbing with the palm 
of the hand promotes future health as well 
as present comfort. 


In order to preaerTe for a young babe 


the proper conditions of light, wannth 
and air, and yet to lift and carry it as lit- j 
tlo M possible, it is necessary to have for 
Its first nest a movable bed. Any basket 
with tho ctdea and bottom carefully pro 
tccted and padded will serve, bat tho most 
convenient Is the regular dog basket, with 
a hood on ono side. This, when properly 
druped, serves to exclude drafts, while 
tho drapery may easily be readjusted to vary 
the degree of light. If a child occupies a 
stationary crib, it must be mored from its 
bed whenever its room is aired or cleaned 
or is needed for other purposes. But when 
such a basket is used, the child and bed 
together may be changed from one room 
to another, or from one port of the room 
to a darker or lighter corner, or to a cooler 
or warmer one, as convenience or comfort 
may suggest. Most important of all, a 
mother, without confining herself to the 
nursery, can keep the infant under hor 
own oye while engaged in her ordinary 
dally occupations. Kven though cho does 
not personally feed and oaro for her baby, 
sho can thus superintend and criticise the 
nurse's efforts. 


By this 2$othod she may alto experience 


the greatest of all maternal enjoyment— 
that derived from watching the daily de- 
velopment of her ohild. Also she can at 
the same time, without interruption or fa- 
tigue, conveniontly sew or read, write or 
study, receive visits or direct her house- 
hold affairs.—Harper's Bazar.
